'The AQ, for Security of the 1ue Proteſtant 
Religion and Presbyterian Church Government, 


being the 6th AQ of the laſt Parliament of 
Scotland, paſs'd before the Ratification of 
the Treaty of Union of the two Kingdoms, 
and afterwards made Part of the ſaid Trea- 
ty, and-incorporated into the Body of the 
AA for the Ratification of the ſaid Treaty— 
And again paſs'd by the Parliament of Eng- 
lIand—and (pray, note it) conſented to and 
confirm'd by the Church of England, in 
the Aﬀent of their Biſhops then affſembled 
in Parl;iameut, and concurring to ir in the 


the Treaty ſent back to Scotland, and re- 
maining .there upon Record, to witneſs 
againſt us for ever ———- This A, I ſay, 
eftabliſhes the Worlbip, Diſcipline, and Go- 
vernment of the Church of Scotland to con- 

tinue 
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tinue without any Alteration to the People of the QUEEN, and of the Neighbourly

Theſe are the Words of the a. 

I preſume, I ſhall not be tax'd with Ar- 
rogance, and I am ſure, I am juftify'd by 
the Laws ow of Britain, in ſaying, That 
the Government of Britain, as now efta» 
bliſh'd by the Union—or call it, if you 
pleaſe, the Parliament of Britain, CAN- 
NOT, 1 ſay cannot, becauſe they legally 
CANNOT, contravene one Article of this 
Union, and conſequently of zbx AZ, which 
is now become an inſeparable Branch of 
it—— I have faid this as plainly and large» 
ly formerly, as Words can expreſs it, and 
that when the Parliament was fitting, and 
which, if it had invaded their Authority, 
would have calld me-to an Account for it 
and therefore I may ſay, Uid tacitly ac*+ 
knowlege-it. 

From hence then TI infer, that all Man- 
ner of Innovations or Alterations obtended 
upon the Scots, in the Worſhip, Diſcipline, 
or Government of the Church of Scorland— 
ſo far as it is authoriz'd or encourag'd by 
the Government or Parliament of Britain, 


ſo far it is ad Tavaſion of the Articles of the 


Union, and they have no Authority to do 
it—They CANNOT doit 
And this I lay down 2s a Fundamental. 

{n Pu:fvance cf this AR of Union, Com- 
plaiat being made to the Government of 
ſreral Invaſions made upon the Rights of 
the Church ef Scotlavd, and in Defiance of 
the Diſcipline and Governmene of the ſaid 
Church, by the Heretors obtrudiag, and 
the Epiſcopal Clergy intruding into Manſes 
and vacant Churches - Her Najefty, 
that no Charge might lie againſt the Sove- 
reign or the Adminiftcation, has declar'd 
her Diſlike, and difallowing cf 21} ſuch In- 
truding or Invaſion, and pudliſh'd her 
Royal Prociamacion, dated .s. .
